Di GeoiseH Builey, of the Maine 


Cattle Commission, is In Boston investi- 
gating the new and alarming conditions 
discovered among tho herds of Massa- 
chusetts 
Sixty per cent, of the milk 


which day by day is left qi the doorsteps 
ol the residences of the &ty of Boston, 
Is said to be infected with, tnbijrculosls. 
The scourge has again made its' appear- 
ence among the cattle which supply 
a large part of the milk consumed In 
Boston nnd both meat and milk are said 
to be affected 


During the past week fully sixteen 


cows have be'iSn killed and examined 
with the same icsult 
All of these had 


been supplying milk for city routes not 
twenty hours previous to their examina- 
tion and It was supposed by their owners 
that they were among the healthiest In 
the herds. 


According to Dr. Oajrood, who Is presi- 


dent of the Board o£ Cattle Inspectors, 
every herd of cattle in Massachusetts 
which has been used lor supplying the 
market \i Infected with tuberculosis. 


Dr. Oegood Buys: "There Is no doubt 


but that at least CO per cent, of the milk 
used all over the state contains the 
germs of tuberculosis, and that A large 
proportion ol the deaths among Infants 
and children Is due to this cause. Almost 
every herd of cattle In this state Is In- 
fected. 
Speedy 
measures 
must be 


adopted for checking Its spread, as the 
terrible results of such a thine cau be 
easily Imagined, especially In the city."
